On St. Patrick's Day two luen from (Cin- 
cinnati, Oharloa Gower aiid (ihnsi .'^chmii- 
Kon, entered the cave under Liiokiuil 
mountain, n(!ar this cit> proudod >vith a

• if the Uiiko of Miu-lburoiigh— the liglu- 
ing duko-T-f^nd 18 pioving himself wonliy 
uf his famous iiiicestor; not. in tlio field of 
biitilf, Ijiit ill parliamentary warfare. 
'I'lKiiiyh having the" iniafurtuiie to be 
rather diiiiimitivo in .stature, which faut 
IS the more nuticeable from the fashion 
lie lias of wealing an laurdinaLely large 
iiiii.stache, yet tliia physical defect ia 
lost sight of in view of his able and elo- 
Hiient iiowiir as an orator. In his sijeeirh 
at the Coii.servative Club Lurd Churchill, 
who wu.M ivci'ivcii H ith eiilhiwia.stic cheers, 
first said that thu house of couiuioiis was 
the greatest institution of the cmiiitry, in 
tiiat it iittracted and riveted the coiilinu- 
ed attention uf the people.

Before the Jeannetto committoo to-day 
Seaman Nindermaun of DoLong's boat's 
crew related the circuuiatances of his 
leaving UeLono's party in the Lena delta 
and going aiioad in search of help. SVit 
iieaa said that Collins asked penuiasion of 
DeLong to go ahead with witiiuaa and No- 
ros, but was refused, the ciiptnin saying 
to Collins: "If yon should go you 
wouldn't get five inih^s from camp." Col- 
lins, in tlu' judgmeni of the witness, was 
at that time in good physical condition as 
good as witnosa himself. .V number 
of other members of DoLong's parly 
wanted to go ahead with witness and No- 
ros. ■ Those who were in as good physical 
condition as witness wimid probably have 
got through to a place of safety, if tht^y 
liad taken the same course and chances 
that witness did. Witness tlioiight that 
when DeLong found himself giving out , 
ho should have given his men a chance to 
save themselves. Melville told witness 
that the officers had poison to kill them 
selves with when all hope was abaiidonod. 
The witness was then (pUMtiiMied in n^ganl 
to the finding of the bodies uf L'aptaiii 
DeLong and his comrades in tlu' Lena 
(lelia. Ho said ihat he was pre.seiil u lum 
ihe bodies were discovered. 1 1 was evideui 
from the appearance of Dr. Ambler's body 
that before he died he had bitten into Ins 
left hand and sucked his own blood. The 
hand was at his mouth, and bore wmnids 
from his teeth. The fingers and toes of 
some others of the men hud a|)parently 
been burned oflf while they were trying to 
got warm, or they had crawled too close 
to the fire and afterward became loo weak 
to get away. 

Seaman Noros testified tliat the first 
knowledge he had of the existence of ill 
feeling between Melville and Collins was 
on one occasion before the ship entered 
the ice, whan Captain DeLong, Melville, 
Collins and other oflicers and a boat's 
crow, including witness, went to visit an 
island. DeLong, Collins and others land 
ed, and Melville r(!iiiaiiied in the boat. 
Collins, while cUiiibing a hill in sight of 
the boat, stumbled and fell, whereupon 
Melville cried out, "Lookout! Look at 
the d — d Irish cowl ' \i one time there 
was talk of deposing DeLong and placing 
Lieut. Chipp in chartce of the parly. In 
reply to further questiims witness said 
that he thought iMelvillo failed in his 
duty towards DeLong's party. Ho be- 
lieved it would have been possible to 
roach Bulun,. and then possibly some of 
DeLong's party might 'have been found 
alive.
